If you’re a connoisseur of 
windy, just as likely to be 
errant as not, political opin­ 
ion, you can always turn to 
Prof. Arthur Schlesiifger. Jr., 
the Colonel Blimp oi the east­ 
ern Intelligentsia. Professor 
Schlesinger, whose prestige 
depends largely on. Ws resi­ 
dual name attachment to the 
I John F. Kennedy administra­ 
tion, rtwwB up periodically on 
the Wall Street Journal’s edi­ 
torial page, where his essays 
alternate with those of other 
illustrious academics such as 
Prof. 
Irving 
Kristol 
(who 
should be aghast for being 
placed in the same league) 
and liberal economist Walter 
Heller. 


In the early 1960s Schlesin­ 
ger lent all his skills as a 
popular historian to the not 
difficult (given Uie temper of 
the media) task of myt^log- 
izing JFK 's “ Camelot.” With 
Nixon in the White House, 
however, he turned around 
and wrote a best - seller 
against “ The Imperial Presi­ 
dency,” warning against the 
overabundance of centralized 
power reposing therein. He’s 
that kind of a guy: first up, 
tlien down; next hot, then 
cold. It isn’t that he cannot 
make up his mind; he makes 
It up in two directions at once. 


Now Schlesinger seek^ to 
chasten us with the under­ 
standing that whatever the 
White House, along with the 
Defense and State Depart­ 
ments, claims, it just might 
not be so. Well and good. 
Anyone standing outside Cam­ 
elot knew that — where was 
Arthur Schlesinger? He shows 
us (or does he?) that Defense 
Secretary James Schlesinger 
(not related) and Vice Presi­ 
dent Nelson Rockefeller were 
inaccurate in their pre-take­ 
over predictions of a blood­ 
bath in South Vietnam—not 
that "U fe in Saigon is. . .a 
bed oi roses.” 


In 
this 
lecturing 
mood, 
Schlesinger h its President 
Ford, correctly, fw writing 
off Portugal to the Commun­ 
ist some months ago; and he 
chuckles that Aleksandr Sol­ 
zhenitsyn likewise analyzed 
tilings so erroneously as to 
predict, “ Very shortly, Portu­ 
gal will be considered a mem- 
l«r of the Warsaw Pact.” 


“ What nonsense it all was!” 
Schlesinger barks. “ All these 
solemn 
forecasts left 
one 
thing out: 
The Portuguese 
people, who having lived as 
long as they couM remember 
under one dictatorship, were 
In no mood to accept anoth­ 
er.” 


True enough, the Portu­ 
guese people, particularly in 
the north, did rise up with 
sufficient force to cast out the 
pro-Communist 
president 
Vasco Goncalves. But H must 
also be remembered that in- 


deed the Portuguese govern­ 
ment, at the time of President 
Ford’s gloomy 
assessment, 
was totally in the hands of 
Conununists; Ford, technical­ 
ly, 
was 
tight. 
Moreover, 
■ things are by no means play­ 
ed out in Portugal at yet. 
Goncalves’ 
replacement 
Is 
accpetably left-wing to the 
Communist party. 
Schlesinger's 
assumptfon 
that a people who have known 
nothing 
except dictatorship 
will opt instantly for democ­ 
racy simply ignores the facts 
of history—an odd mistake for 
ah historian, but not, apparent­ 
ly, for Sdilesinger. History 
shows that as one authoritari­ 
an government topples, anoth­ 
er—attuned to another party 
—slips into place. The growth 
of democracy is a delicate, 
gradual process, as Schlesin­ 
ger of all people ought to 
know. 


The myopic p r o f e s s o r 
thanks his stars that the CIA 
w’as never sent to influence 
the 
outcome 
in 
Pwtugal. 
That, 
he imagines, 
would 
have been a cotossal blunder. 
Little did he expect—ta da!— 
that the di^ following the 
publication of his essay the 
administration would reveal 
the 
roto in channeling 
$10 mUlku to Portuguese 
antl-Communfsts since June. 


“ Instead,” 
Pr o f e s s o r 
Schlesinger purrs, “ The So­ 
cialist party of Portugal re­ 
ceived support from other 
democratic socialist parties in 
Sweden, West (Germany, Aus­ 
tria and elsewhere in Western 
Europe—a much better out­ 
come for both Western Eu­ 
rope end the United States. 
And now that Portugal has a 
democratic government. 


Whoa! There is exactly m 
evidence that Portugal has 
managed to achieve a demo­ 
cratic government. And if the 
Socialist party, even owing to 
electoral might, is in the as­ 
cendancy, why is that better 
for Portugal, let atone for 
Western Europe? And why is 
it better that European social­ 
ists 
intervened 
than 
bad, 
shudders, the CIA? Demo­ 
cratic or not, no country’s 
economy has ever grown by 
ad(q>ting 
socialist 
controls. 
Mario Soares may be a nice 
guy, just the sort of fellow 
Arthur woidd iiava wanted at 
the Kenndly dining room ta­ 
ble, but hit pidides art not 
going to bail out the P(m^ 
guese economy. 


What 
Portugal 
needs 
to 
some sort of steadfast version 
of Ludwig Erhard, who will 
intelligently open up the econ­ 
omy to capitalism. But that is 
the kind of common sense 
Professor Schlesinger is unac­ 
customed to admitting to his 
Monday-morning q u a rte r- 
badüng sessions.

When questioned re­ 
garding these bills, the usual 
bromide is: “ Your insurance 
company will cover most of 
the costs,” or “ We charged 
wh^t the fee schedule al­ 
lowed.” What schedule? Who 
participated in the collusion 
that set these scheduled fees? 


In July of this year, I had 
an accident at home resulting 
in a dislocated shoulder. It 
was early in the morning and 
seeking the fastest relief, I 
was driven to the emergency 
room of a local hospital. With­ 
out my knowledge, the or­ 
thopedic specialist on call was 
contacted. The doctor on duty 
at tlie emerency room did 
not want to handle a dislocat­ 
ed shoulder. Having a com­ 
plete set of X-rays in hand, 
this treatment could have 
been handled by an intern.

When I re­ 
gained consciousness I was in 
a hospital bed and told to stay 
put until the doctor released 
me, I made several telephone 
calls and secured my release 
at mid-afternoon. 


I received copies of the bills 
that were sent to my insur­ 
ance company for considera­ 
tion. 'The following is a gener­ 
al breakdown: 


Anesthetist, $85. D oc tor , 
$215, 
including consultation 
emergency room, $70; reduc­ 
tion (2 minutes) $100; bandage 
application, $45. Hospital (ap­ 
prox. 5lv! hrs.), $416. Total 
charge, $716. 


Had I endured the discom­ 
fort and pain and waited for 
the family doctor’s office to 
open, the charge would have 
been in the neighborhood of 
$25.

Plain Talk On India 


May Save Taxpayers 


Boodle For Indira

- 
Some­ 
times it pays to talk undi­ 
plomatically! 


President Ford’s outspoken 
condemnation of India’s dicta­ 
torship may save U.S. taxpay­ 
ers $7S million. 


That's what is earmarked 
for India in the $2.8 billion 
foreign aid authorization bill 
passed by the House with lit­ 
tle public attention—and none 
at all about the big Indian 
handout. 


There was literally nothing 
said about that $75 million 
giveaway during the House 
discussion of the muiti-bil- 
lion-doUar foreign aid mea- 
.sure. 


As far as the public is con­ 
cerned, this is the first disclo­ 
sure of the existence of that 
provision. It is buried in the 
voluminous bill under the am­ 
biguous heading of “ technical 
assistance.” 


India’s haughty Prime Min­ 
ister Indira Gandhi is so in­ 
censed by the president’s cen­ 
sure of her imperious seizure 
of dictatorial power that it’s 
beuig hinted the $75 million 
may be declined. 


Whether she actually goes 
through with that threat re­ 
mains to be seen. 


The very moot question is 
why State Department bu­ 
reaucrats included this hand­ 
out in the legislation. 


This is the first economic 
aid proposed for India since 
1971. 


On the basis of India’s be­ 
draggled financial record and 
openly rancorous hostility to­ 
ward the U.S., there is no- 
tliing to warrant resuming the 
dishing out of large-scale as­ 
sistance. 


Costly Courting 
Several years ago, Li an 
effort to woo Indian good w ill, 
the State Department arbi­ 
trarily wrote off $2.2 billion of 
a $3.2 billion long-standing In­ 
dian debt. 


It had been incurred during 
the Kennedy and Johnson ad­ 
ministrations for (P.L. 480) 
“ sales” of huge quantities of 
grain and other food to India 
to avert widespread starva­ 
tion. The Gandhi regime has 
long whined and wailed about 
this obligation crippling the 
country’s economy and fi­ 
nances. 


The S t a t e Department’s 
munificent largesse was a fu­ 
tile gesture. 


Not only did the U.S. get no 
credit for that, but there was 
no let-up in the constant 
stream of self-righteous ponti­ 
ficating and supercilious carp­ 
ing by Mmes. Gandhi and 
higher Indian officials. 


When the U.S. withdrew 
from Cambodia and South 
Vietnam, 
Foreign 
Minister 
Y.B. Chavan publicly chortled 
with glee. 


But not long thereafter New 
Delhi 
was 
again 
secretly 
trying to wheedle more food 
from the U.S. 


Again millions of Indians 
faced famine due to agricul­ 
tural 
mismanagement 
and 
incompetence, extensive cor- 
ruptiw» in the Gandhi regime 
anl drought. So once more, 
help 
was 
urgently 
sought 
from the U.S.—despite all the 
public denunciations and dis­ 
paragements. 


And it was forthcoming—in 
another so-called “sale” of 
800,000 tons of wheat. 


As in the past, this “ sale” 
was under P.L. 480 (food-for- 
peace program) and consisted 
of a 40-year credit at 2 per 
cent interest the first 10 years 
and 3 per cent thereafter—if 
the obligation is ever paid, 
which is highly doubtful. It 
cost the U.S. Treasury some 8 
per cent to borrow money. 


Calling The Turn 
Notwithstanding Mme. Gan­ 
dhi’s public outrage at Presi- 


dent Ford’s censure of her sei- 
zuie of dictatorial power, dip­ 
lomatic insiders doubt her ire 
will go so far as to turn down 
the $75 million “ technical as­ 
sistance” handout. 


While that would be a big 
break for U.S. taxpayers, the 
lofty lady usually does not let 
her personal antipathies inter­ 
fere with policies. She has 
never hesitated to get all she 
can from the U.S. regardless 
of what she thinks or says. 


But if Sen. Harry Byrd, 
Ind.-Va., chairman of the In­ 
ternational Finance Subcom­ 
mittee, can help it, this time 
she may be taken at her 
carping word. 


It is his determined inten­ 
tion to bar fm'ther giveaways 
to India on the irrefutably 
sound ground that the U.S. 
has already poured $10 billion 
into that country and there is 
“ no reason why U.S. taxpay­ 
ers should be called upon to 
pay for more aid.” 


India’s dire economic, agri­ 
cultural and financial difficul­ 
ties, Byrd bluntly maintains, 
are wholly of her own mak­ 
ing. 


As proof, he cited “ gross 
mismanagement, widespread 
corruption and the investment 
of vast manpower and re­ 
sources to develop nuclear 
w e a p o n r y . India’s huge 
armed forces alone consume 
25 per cent of the country’s 
budget.” 


“ India’s economic stagna­ 
tion and the likelihood of sub­ 
stantial defaults in repayment 
of its debts to this country,” 
declares BjTd, “ should cause 
both Congress and the Execu­ 
tive to revalue our aid pro­ 
grams in India. The plain 
facts are that India’s econom­ 
ic p e r f o r m a n c e has not 
achieved 
th e 
continuous 
growth necessary for self-sus­ 
tained development. 


“ Industrial output has re- 
m a i n e d virtually stagnant 
since the mid 1960s. Agricul­ 
tural performance has been 
even worse, and recent reduc­ 
tions in farm output have 
shattered whatever illusions 
existed about a ‘green revolu­ 
tion:’ And on top of every­ 
thing else there is massive 
hoarding and smuggling o? 
food. Mrs. Gandhi herself has 
admitted 
that 
hoarding is 
prinicipal reason for hunger 
in India.” 


Wheels Within Wheels 
Particularly singled out for 
denunciation by Sen. Byrd is 
a reputed plan for another 
P.L. 480 “ sale” of 300,000 tons 
of wheat to India on bargain- 
basement credit terms. 


A strongly suspected aspect 
of this backstage deal is that 
“ India may use this food to 
repay the Soviet Union for 2 
million tons of wheat it got 
from Moscow in 1974-rather 
than to alleviate dire hunger 
among Lidia’s masses." 


This 
unannounced 
grain 
proposal may actually be only 
part of a far bigger scheme. 


Says Sen. Byrd, “ Adminis­ 
tration officials have admit­ 
ted this sale of 300,000 tons of 
wheat may be part of a total 
commitment of over one mil­ 
lion tons of food for India." 


To the Virginia legislator, 
this is unconscionable. 


“ The plain fact is,” he 
holds, “ U.S. aid may have 
helped to perpetuate India’s 
weaknesses. It may have con­ 
tributed to the Indian govern­ 
ment’s reluctance to invest a 
much greater proportion of its 
resources in agriculture, ferti­ 
lizer production and the de­ 
velopment of a vast under­ 
ground water system.

As we approach the Bicen­ 
tennial it liehooves us to think 
once more of the wisdom, 
devotion and sacrifices our 
fathers made in order that we 
might enjoy freedom. 


Laws multiply by the thou­ 
sands of tons.

the Congress, the 50 legisla­ 
tures, and the city councils in 
thousands of our local com­ 
munities. Their number is 
still further augmented by the 
vaat number of rulinga having 
the force of law, that are 
issued by c o m m i s s i o n s , 
boards and regulative agen­ 
cies established by legislative 
authority. 


Tons and tons of laws made 
by issuing bureaucrats are 
steadily and increasingly in­ 
flicted upon our people to the 
point where many of them 
have far too little time to 
devote to the business they
